by the commercial banks, thereby 
slopping 
competition 
between 
Ihc 


banks and the savings & loan busi- 
ness. 


3. Creation of 
a 
central banking 


reservoir—the Federal 
Home 
Loan 


Bank—which is to the .saving & loan 
associations what the Federal He- 
serve is lo Ihc commercial banks. 


4. Federal supervision and regula- 


tion of the savings & loan associations, 
where in years past there was no fed- 
eral control.

ACCEPTED PAYMENT 


Federal Men C h a r g e d 


With Taking Bribes in 


Liquor Cases 


TEXARKANA — Former United 


States District Attorney W. N. Ivic 
find two former prohibition officials 
were indicted by- the Arkansas- fed- 
eral grand jury here Thursday on 
charges in connection \vilh the accep- 
tance of money from defendants in 
various liquor cases pending at the last 
November term. 


S. M. Gurley, former deputy pro- 


hibition administrator for the west- 
ern district, and Owen 
R. Wilson 


former prohibition agent, were rc- 
indiclcd. Previous indictments against 
them had been quashed on a demur- 
rer for failing to state an offense. 


Retire in January 


Ivic, whose term expired in Jan- 


uary, and who was succeeded Febru- 
ary 10 by Clinton H. Barry of Fort 
Smith, was also indicted on u charge 
of concealing or destroying the grand 
jury book used in the Novembej^in- 
vcstighlion. 


The indictments were based on a 


chain of circumstances pryamidcd on 
the alleged payment of small sums of 
money by a half dozen liquor case de- 
fendants from Miller 
and 
Nevada 


counties. It was charged that Wilson 
was a witness in most of the cases, 
nnd that he received the money in 
these cases, aided and abetted by his 
former superior, Gurley. with the 
understanding his testimony would be 
influenced thereby. 


Gurley was alleged to have receiv- 


ed $25 from George Bassett, Miller 
county bootlegger. 


The district attorney was alleged to 


have conspired with them to take the 
necessary action to obtain dismissals 
or clemency for each of the defend- 
ants. He and the others were named 
jointly in Ihc conspiracy indictment, 
which was predicated partly on a 
stalute dealing with bribery of gov- 
ernment officers. 


It was not clear whether efforts 


would be made lo show in Ihis con- 
ncction 
that 
Gurley 
and 
Wilson, 


though not on active duty, were of- 
ficers in the sense that, they were civil 
service employes "on furlough," and 
were still retained on the; civil ser- 
vice lists for. possible1 re-employmcnl. 


Same Grand Jury

Robert Lincoln O'Brien, Hoover ap- 
pointee and chairman of the Tariff 
Commission, went Roosevelt follow- 
ers in congress one better Friday and 
advocated that the president be given 
even more tariff-changing 
powers 


than he had asked for. 


Testifying before the house ways 


and means committee, O'Brien advo- 
cated letting the president put articles 
off and on the free list, a point not 
embraced in the bill through which 
the administration wants to maneuver 
for a revival in foreign trade. 


House Bolts President 


WASHINGTON—(/P)—House 
Dem- 


ocratic leaders Thursday night were 
unable to hold their membership in 
line lo support the president's econ- 
omy program. 


At a caucus, the Democratic mem- 


bership rejected a motion by Repre- 
scnttaive Byrns of Tennessee, major- 
ity leader, lo send the independent of- 
fice bill, carrying Senate amendments 
providing for $350,000,000 in veterans' 
benefits and federal pay cut restora- 
tion, to conference without instruc- 
tions- to conferees. 


It requires a two-thirds vote to 


bind the membership and those favor- 
ing 
the 
administration's 
program 


mustered only 130 votes against 71 in 
the veterans bloc. 


Speaker Rainey said after the four- 


hour meeting behind closed 
doort 


that the bill would be brought into the 
house and each senate 
amendment 


would be voted on separately. 


Veto Certain 


The vote came in the face of a 


threat of a veto from President Roos-j- 
vclt who at a While House confer- 
ence earlier in Ihe day, told leaders 
of both houses that the increase in 
veterans allowances and 
government 


salaries were unacceptable to him and 
left no doubt of a veto if the provi- 
sion were not modified. 


The senate amendments call for res- 


toration of benefits estimated at about 
$M8.00G,00(> to veterans taken off the 
rolls by the economy act of last year, 
the restoration of the IS per cent pay 
cut for federal employes, and the re- 
turn of various automatic promotion 
pay and wages to day laborers in the 
federal service. 


Adjournment Discussed 


The veterans' issue is one of the hic- 


gesl stumbling blocks confronting the 
administration and figures prominent- 
ly in plans for adjournment between 
May 1 and May 15. These plans were 
discussed Thursday by the president 
and Senator Robinson of Arkansas, 
the Senate leader.

lowed an increase of 521,000,000 in vet- 
erans benefits.

Must Show Total of 30

Hope investors arc being given an- 


other chance this week and next to 
complete the organization of a local 
Federal Savings & Loan association, 
of which 19 have already been or- 
ganized in Arkansas, J. Curran Con- 
way of the Federal Home Loan Bank, 
told the Rotary club Friday noon in 
Hotel Barlow. 


The Little Rock organizer, who has 


made two previous trips here, re- 
ported that the Hope group is about 
two-thirds complete. 


Nineteen subscribers have been ob- 


tained, while 30 arc required; and 160 
shares of stock have been, pledged, 
while 250 are required. 


Nashville, half the size of Hope, ob- 


tained 45 subscribers in two days, Mr. 
Conway said. 


The Federal Savings and Loan as- 


sociation, administered through the 
branch Home Loan Banks all over 
America, arc a federally-supervised 
monopoly of the old building & loan 
business, and cover a field of bank- 
ing from which the commercial banks 
arc barred in the future.

Against Marriage as 


Reform Agency 


Another great audience assembled at 


First 
Methodist 
church 
Thursday 


night to hear Dr. J. M. Williams give 
the fourth of his evening messages on 
"The Christian Homo," 


The theme of the address was "Mar- 


riage, a Holy Estate.' He read the 
words of Christ on marriage, and then 
commented on how little attention 
the Protestant church had given in its 
Sunday school lessons to this teach- 
ing, 


Speaking of the marriage ceremony 


as a great religious experience, he 
commented on the attitude 
of the 


people who come to that ceremony in 
the spirit of the young man who said 
to a minister, "I want to get married, 
and make it snappy." 


Greeks and Romans 


He then spoke of: having. made a 


study of the marriage, ceremonies both 
of the old Greeks and Romans and, of 
all the Christian churches. The first 
act of a Greek bridegroom on entering 
his new home was to set up an altar 
of worship to the gods. .It was also, 
he said, a custom of the .Romans to 
first perform in the new home an 
act of dedication to the Roman gods. 
And in the Christian church every 
branch has preserved in its rituals 
and customs the thought of marriage 
as a divine union of two persons. 


He spoke also of the wide-spread 


acceptance of the plan of trial mar- 
riage and of how far that is from the 
true idea of marriage. It is irreligious, 
and is socially dangerous. Marriage 
is not a trial union of two people. It 
is rather a union of two people in 
holy bonds, wherein the completion 
of the lives of two persons is, under 
God, perfected In that estate two per- 
sons in joy and in sorrow, in pros- 
perity and adversity share one an- 
other's life "until death," and in that 
sharing each becomes richer.

Jap Publisher Is 


in Expose 


Sanji Muto, 67, Pays With 


Life for Political Scan- 


dal Revelations 


TOKIO. Japan—01)—Sanji Muto, 67, 


president of the Jiji Shimpo, one of 
the leading papers, and former presi- 
dent of the 
Kancga'uchi Spinning 


Company, one of the largest spinning 
mills in the world, was assassinated 
Friday morning at his residence at 
the winter resort Kamakura. He was 
shot with a revolver and 
died 45 


minutes later. 


Muto's steward also was killed by 


the assassin. Moto's paper has been 
revealing scandals involving indus- 
trialists and politicians regarding the 
disposal of stocks held by the Taiwan 
(Formosa) bank. 


The assassin, one Shinkichi of Tokio 


committed suicide. 


Muto was a son of the late Kunisa- 


buro Sakuma, a member of Parlia- 
ment, and later was adopted by Mat- 
.suemon Muto. He was graduated from 
Keio University in 1884 and went to 
America as correspondent for the Jap- 
anese Gazette. He was appointed as- 
sistant manager of the Kobe branch 
of the great Hitsui bank, then entered 
the Kanegafuehi company, rising to 
the presidency which he held until 
1930, then continuing as an adviser. 


Muto had been president of the Jiji 


Shimpo since 1932. The paper has 
been the fourth largest in the capital 
having a circulation of over 400,000. 
Muto was sent to the Japanese diet 
three times since 1924. He was presi- 
dent of the Jitsugo Doshikai party.

frozen Deposits 
Affect Income Tax 


3harge-0ff L i m i t e d to 
Amount Liquidator Es- 


timates as Lost 


With every available person in the 


internal Revenue Service now at the 
disposal of the taxpayers to aid in 
the preparation of their income tax 
returns which must be filed not later 
than midnight of March 15, several 
questions seem to be causing the most 
rouble to taxpayers, said Commission- 
er Guy T. Helvering here today. 


One of those questions is whether 


or not an account in a closed bank 
may be deducted from their income. 
Commissioned Helvering pointed out 
that such accounts are to be treated 
in the same manner as bad debts. 
When a bank is in charge of a con- 
servator for the purpose of reorgani- 
zation, and is being liquidated, no de- 
termination can be made with respect 
to the worthlessness of the deposit, 
Commissioner Helvering stated. When 
a statement is issued from a bank in 
process of liquidation, indicating the 
approximate per cent of the deposits 
to bo paid, the depositor will be al- 
lowed a deduction of the amount of 
liis deposit in excess of the amount to 
be received by him on final distri- 
bution. However, if a depositor later 
receives more than the amount in- 
dicated at the lime he filed his re- 
turn, the additional amount should be 
reported by the taxpayer for the year 
in which such distribution is receiv- 
ed. 


In the case of stockholders, the reg- 


ulations stipulate that if a stock be- 
comes worthless, the cost may be de- 
ducted by the taxpayer for that year 
provided a satisfactory showing of its 
worthlesssness is made. The amount 
paid by stockholders because of their 
additional liability, to 
the exttnt of 


any portion thereof determined to be 
necessary to pay the creditors, may 
also be deducted as a loss for the 
year in which such determination is 
made, however, any portion of an ad- 
ditional assessment paid by the stock- 
holder in owed to assist in the re- 
organization of a bank may not be de- 
ducted by the taxpayer, but must be 
capitalized as additional cost of the 
stock.

The Swiss pilots are at present en- 


gaged hi a training program which 
includes distance, over-water 
and 


night flights from Switzerland through 
Europe to Russia, Ireland and Africa. 
Their contemplated flight will start 
from Zurich as soon as the series of 
training flights is completed ana will 
follow a course through Russia, Si- 
beria, Alaska, Canada, New York, 
across the Atlantic to Ireland and 
thence back to Zurich, a distance in 
all of 16,000 miles. Post's record on 
his flight was 4 days 11 hours 34% 
minutes flying time and 7 days, 18 
hours, 49V4 minutes elapsed time.

Gamma 


monoplane, equipped with a Wright 
Cyclone 625 horse power engine. Their 
plane will be equipped with a Sperry 
automatic robot pilot and complete 
blind flying instruments.

It is true that, even with the simpli- 


fication of his teaching, those who 
heard him did not always understand, 
and they came asking to have the 
meaning of the parables explained to 
tt»cm. In some instances Jesus gave 
a Detailed explanation, as for instance 
of the parable of the sower and the 
seed, and we have this explanation 
•Umg with the parable. 


rthe advantage of teaching by par- 


ables is that those who listen are 
jnotts likely to retain what they hear, 
and they always are looking for some 
deeper and fuller meaning than they 
Jiave apprehended at first. 


We study a parable or a story, tolc 


to express or illustrate truth, to dis- 


• cover some meaning that we had no 


jirasped at first, whereas some truth 
expressed in a plain and matter-of- 
fact statement would be taken more 
likely for its matter-of-factness, with- 
out concern about its deeper mean- 
ings and implications. 


We have seen the statement made 


that the parables of Jesus were under- 
stood by everybody. That is not true. 
Jesus himself 
complained that his 


fiearcrs did not grasp his meaning, 
and he reproached even the disciples 
with being dull of hearing. Neverthe- 
j«$s, the truth probably, sank in more 
Deeply and was more capable of be- 
ing understood because of the simple j 
§{pry form in which Jesus presented 


Here, in our lesson, we have six 


parables, all intended to illustrate the 
nature of the Kingdom of God, its 
growth among men and its issues. The 
Hist parable is that of the grain of 
mustard seed, illustrating how the 
Kingdom of Heaven grows from small 
beginnings, and reminding us that 


nth and goodness are not to be 


in, terms of quality, but in 


of quality and life. 


Somewhat the same truth is illus- 


trated in the parable of the leaven—a 
small lump that works slowly and ef- 
fectually in the many -measures of 
meal until the whole is leavened. 


The parable of the treasure hidden 


in the field represents, rather, thfc at- 
titude of the individual toward the 
Jlingdom and the means of his en- 
trance into it; and the parable of the 
merchant seeking goodly pearls has 
t^e same emphasis upon the fact that 
gpry those who are willing to give 
everything for the possession oi the 
Kingdom really enter into it and|find 
its fullness. 


The "parable of the net cast into the 


gea illustrates the 
progress of the 


Kingdom in the world and the sift- 
!t$ process that it inevitably Occa- 
sions as it challenges men for good 
qr for evil. And, finally, the likening 
of the disciple of the Kingdom of 
ffeaven to a householder emphasizes 
the richness of the treasures of the 
Kingdom from which 
the disciple 


brings forth things new and old.

The object of the C. M. T. camp:.'. 


General McCoy states, is to develop 
the manhood of the nation by bring- 
ing together young men of high type 
from all walks of life, in the same uVi- 
iform. on a common basis of equality, 
and under the most favorable condi- 
tions of outdoor life; to teach them 
the privileges, duties, and responsi- 
bilities of American citizenship; to 
inculcate self-discipline and obedi- 
ence; and to develop these young men 
physically, mentally, and morally.

TTHE r&le of Canlo In Leoncavallo'* 


>' 
tragic opera "Pagliacci" which I 


am to sing in thla Saturday's broad- 
cast by the Metropolitan Opera As- 
sociation was, so far as the Metro- 
politan is concerned, in a sense be- 
queathed to me by the great Caruso. 
'' ' Tears ago when 1 first came to 
Hew York I did not know It and 
bad no intention of learning it be- 
cause it was always Caruso who 
•ang it. But at the request of the 
management I learned It so as to 
be an understudy in it for the great 
artist and during his life I used to 
Ding it two or three times each sea- 
ion. Since his death, however, I 
have sung it oftener than any other 
part—in fact, so far as my entire 
career is concerned, I have sung It 
Oftener than any role except that 
Of Radamea in "Aida." 


It may be interesting to recall 


,t)>at the first "short" made by the 
.Vltaphone, in 1926, was of me sing- 
Ing "Rldi. pagliaccio." 1 have rea- 
son to remember It Warner Broth- 
j trs wanted me to take the contract 
on a percentage basis. I thought a 
bird in hand was worth two In the 
bush and took a lump sum. That 
picture has netted, I am told, over 
£ half million dollars and has been 
(hown In every country in the world 
Where there Is a silver screen. That 
t» a kind of thing which makes an 
artist very, very sad.

Canio, the chief of the company, is 
drinking in the tavern while Tonio, 
tbe hunchback clown, makes love 
to Nedda. Canio's pretty wife. She 
gives him a horse-whipping for his 
pains and be departs swearing ven- 
geance.

A good "trouper," 
he must go on with the evening's 
show which is old-fashioned Italian 
slap-stick comedy. 
It Is then he 


sings the famous "Kldi, pagliaccio" 
— "Laugh, clown, laugh" — which 
brings the first of the two acts to 
a close. 


The second tct Is a play within 


a play. The comedy has the same 
theme as the actual tragedy. Ned- 
da Is playing a faithless wife and 
Canlo a betrayed husband. 
The 


drama becomes so realistic, that 
Canlo forgets his role and demands 
of Nedda the name of her lover. 
While the audience la 
delighted 


with the tense passion of what to 
them la merely a comedy, Canlo, 
forgetting everything in his jealous 
fury, drives his knife into Nedda's 
heart. Silvio rushes from the au- 
dience to her rescue and Canlo kills 
him also. The curtain falls as the 
distraught 
Canlo murmurs 
brok- 


enly, "La commedla e nnlta"—"The 
play Is ended." 


Tibbett to Sing Tonio 


While 1 confess that "Pagliacci" 


la not my favorite opera, as an 
opera, the rdle of Canlo Is one of 
the best and most grateful of all 
those written for a tenor. 
While 


It Is comparatively short It Is diffi- 
cult. 
Its demands upon the voice 


are most exacting and the acting of 
the part requires the greatest his- 
trionic resources of the artist. Many 
find "theatrical hokum" In IU ap- 
peal to the public but that appeal 
is very real. 


The music Is attractive. Beside* 


the 
Prologue 
and 
the 
"Rldl, 


pagliaccio" there are the effective 
choruses and Nedda'e "Bird Song" 
and Beppe's off-stage Serenade In 
the first act. And particularly effec- 
tive in the second act is tbe quaint 
little old-world Gavotte which ac- 
companies the action of the little 
play. 
In every sense of the word 


the o(jera. musically and drama- 
tically, is "good theatre."
